Physical Description of Site (attach 1 or 2 photos): 

This residence is a one and one-half story frame house. The main mass of the house is 
a gable end structure, with clipped gables, with the east gable facing the road and 
serving as an entrance. A small, second story window is the only fenestration on 
the second floor. The first floor has a projecting wraparound first floor section 
which may have been a porch at one time, but is now clearly a part of the first floor. 
The house is sided with weatherboarding and the windows are shaded with louvered, 
top-hinged shutters. The roof is pressed tin shingles and the eaves are supported 
with triangular wood brackets. A central brick chimney is also visible. Although 
built considerably later than other buildings in the district, this residence contri¬ 
butes to the character and integrity of the district through its location, size and 
scale. This house is a typical rural residence of the late 1920s and 1930s.
